From  the  moment  we  boarded  the  bus  here  at  Shawnigan  all  of  the  EDGE  Thailand  team  was  bursting  with 
excitement;  After  thirty  hours  of  tiring  travel  our  enthusiasm  hadn’t  faded  at  all.  The  whole  team  was  greeted  with 
friendly  smiles  in  Ban  Natoe,  we  were  paired  up  with  our  ‘buddies’  and  set  to  work  immediately.  Although  the 
language  barrier  was  large,  we  were  still  able  to  communicate  using  the  small  amounts  of  Thai  we  picked  up,  and 
very  basic  English.  Cultural  exchanges  varying  from  a  very  Canadian  game  Hockey,  to  an  almost  impossible  Thai 
dance,  happened  nightly  and  by  the  end  of  our  time  at  the  school  it  felt  as  though  we  had  known  our  new  Thai 
friend  for  years. 

The  24  ton  concrete  bridge  we  built  with  the  school  will  enable  the  Ban  Natoe  Learning  Center  to  have  year- 
round  vehicle  access,  ensuring  the  safety  of  students  and  staff,  as  well  as  allowing  the  consistent  delivery  of  supplies. 

When  the  team  travelled  south  we  were  able  to  visit  the  tsunami  memorial,  in  addition  to  Shawnigan’s  original 
EDGE  projects:  a  humble  home,  and  a  small  store.  We  met  the  family  that  Shawnigan  helped  after  the  tsunami,  ar  d 
this  left  a  lasting  impression  on  all  of  us. 

EDGE  Thailand  was  an  incredible  experience;  its  almost  impossible  to  describe  how  amazing  the  trip  was  as 
words  never  seem  to  do  it  justice.

Our  time  in  France  was  incredible,  we  explored 
the  city,  met  amazing  people  and  embraced  the 
French  lifestyle,  all  the  while  improving  our  French.

The  whole  experience  has  taught  us  the  great  importance  of  gratitude, 
family,  and  true  happiness.  The  young  children  at  Shepherds  Field  do  not  seem  to  want  for  much,  they  do  not 
need  all  that  we  do  to  create  this  magic  called  happiness.  They  need  only  people  to  spend  time  with  them.  Our  time 
was  spent  doing  everything  from  me  playing  “Cops  &  Robbers”  with  4-year-olds  to  Claire  holding  Clarissa  in  her 
arms,  making  her  feel  safe,  or  to  Jake  singing  his  favorite  Country  song  to  baby  Rose  as  she  fell  asleep  at  nap  time.

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Our  primary  commitment  in  the  English 
department  this  year  was  to  improvement  in 
student  exam  performance.  The  re-organization 
of  the  English  12  program  included  the  decision 
to  provide  a  full  practice  Provincial  Exam  in 
December,  a  gesture  designed  to  prepare  everyone 
to  write  the  Provincial  in  April.

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Physical  Education 


Physical  Education  at  Shawnigan  Lake  School  has  two  very  different  sections  within  this 
exciting  and  dynamic  program.  Firstly,  is  the  junior  program  that  focuses  on  the  core  sports 
that  are  played  within  our  athletic  program.  This  extra  skill  and  game  play  is  very  beneficial  for 
those  students  that  compete  on  our  competitive  teams.  For  the  other  students  not  as  competitive 
it  is  an  opportunity  to  have  some  fun  and  try  a  new  sport  or  activity.  The  students  are  introduced 
to  these  sports  according  to  their  season  of  play.  In  the  fall  the  students  will  participate  in  rugby, 
field  hockey,  volleyball  and  the  learn  to  row  program.  In  the  winter  they  will  try  their  hand  at 
squash,  basketball,  floor  hockey  and  an  introduction  to  fitness  in  our  weight  and  cardio  rooms.

Some 
highlights  include  the  Physics  Tour  to 
California,  Bamfield  Marine  Station  trip 
for  Biology  11,  Physics  Master  Class  at 
the  University  of  Victoria,  Ocean  Sciences 
Symposium,  numerous  environmental 
initiatives  and  the  upcoming  Astronomy 
and  Engineering  Summit  in  Hilo,  Hawaii. 
Our  staff  and  students  have  engaged  in 
a  rich  variety  of  learning  opportunities 
and  we  are  proud  of  the  rigorous  and 
supportive  environment  that  was  prevalent 
throughout  the  year. 
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The  Social  Studies  Department  at  Shawnigan  Lake 
School  is  committed  to  helping  students  understand 
our  multifaceted  society.  This  is  accomplished  in  a  variety 
of  ways  and  through  a  comprehensive  number  of  courses 
that  range  from  ancient  history  to  modern  law  and  global 
studies. 

Within  this  framework  we  strive  to  use  Canada  and  British 
Columbia  as  our  base  models  and  relate  our  national  heritage 
and  historical  development  to  the  rest  of  the  world.  Grade  8 
and  9  courses  examine  the  foundations  of  our  heritage  from 
the  Romans  through  to  the  late  20th  century.  Grade  10  and 
1 1  examine  Canada  from  its  earliest  beginnings  to  its  role  in 
a  post-Cold  War  world.  At  the  senior  level  we  offer  Advanced 
Placement  Human  Geography,  Advanced  Placement 
U.S.  History,  Advanced  Placement  European  History  and 
History  12  which  focuses  on  20th  century  world  history. 
This  is  augmented  by  Comparative  Civilizations  12  a  senior 
course  that  allows  a  student  to  survey  the  cultural  heritage 
of  the  past  three  thousand  years.  Geography  12  provides  a 
well-rounded  approach  to  respond  to  contemporary  issues 
on  a  national  and  international  level. 

The  department  offers  students  the  opportunity  to  develop 
and  research  topics  in  any  of  the  above  areas.  Model  UN, 
debating,  library  skills,  special  projects,  research  papers  and 
field  trips  are  an  integral  part  of  each  course.  A  recent  focus 
for  our  department  is  the  use  of  technology  and  intranet 
research  skills.

The  students  in  Textiles  are 
able  to  work  off  campus  at 
Leolas  Studio  in  Duncan.

Fourteen  dedicated  young  illustrators  meet  every  Wednesday  and 
riday  to  challenge  their  visual  and  technical  skills  on  a  variety  of  drawing 
projects.  They  work  in  pencil,  pen  and  ink,  charcoal,  and  chalk  pastel, 
and  their  results  are  simply  wonderful.  Each  style  is  unique  to  the  artist, 
and  each  artist  works  through  distinctive  technical  challenges  to  suit  his 
or  her  personal  goal.  Subjects  include  human  figures,  landscape,  cars 
and  motorcycles,  architecture,  animals,  and  portrait  studies.  Students 
learn  how  to  represent  the  illusion  of  three-dimensions  on  the  flat  page 
by  using  shading,  line,  and  composition,  and  every  new  drawing  carries 
the  learning  from  the  previous  drawing  forward.  It  is  wonderful  to  see 
the  development  from  Septembers  tentative  sketches  to  the  confident, 
accomplished  compositions  of  the  third  term.  This  year’s  talented  group 
has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with;  they  are  so  engrossed  in  their  work  that 
they  often  have  to  be  reminded  to  take  a  five-minute  break.  This  has  been 
a  productive,  stellar  year  for  the  junior  illustrators. 
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Wheelthrowing  or  hand 
buildling;  functional 
or  sculptural;  low  fire,  high 
fire,  or  Raku  fire  -  lots  of  de¬ 
cisions,  lots  of  possibilities, 
and  lots  of  satisfication  in 
Pottery.  Clay  allows  all  of  this 
and  much  more. 
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This  year,  Sculpture  had  a  wonderful 
group  who  demonstrated  a  wide 
variety  of  talent.  Many  of  the  projects 
created  were  taken  home  as  gifts  for 
friends  and  family,  and  the  rest  were 
enjoyed  for  personal  use.  The  friendly 
atmosphere  always  helped  the  young 
artists  complete  their  projects  with 
creativity  and  care.  Walk  into  Sculpture 
and  see  smiling  faces,  hear  laughter, 
and  admire  the  versatile  creations  of 
Shawnigan’s  superb  sculptors. 
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It  has  been  an  interesting  year  in  the 
wood  shop.  We  had  two  brother  and 
sister  projects;  a  large  catapult  as  well  as 
two  beautiful  signs  made  for  the  girls’ 
houses.  In  addition  to  the  usual  array  of 
tables,  chairs  and  shelves,  we  also  saw  the 
creation  of  a  Mayan  Calendar,  tomahawk, 
door  knocker,  water  ski,  and  a  wine  rack 
crafted  from  a  rain  barrel.  The  energy 
was  high,  workmanship  impressive,  and 
despite  the  occasional  bit  of  mischief,  a 
cheerful  and  productive  environment.

-L  session  saw  a  change  from 
previous  years  in  that  there 
was  a  greater  mix  of  both 
digital  and  traditional  styles  of 
photography. 

All  students  had  access  to  the  new 
digital  printer  and  many  students 
took  advantage  of  introductions 
to  digital  enhancement  tools  like 
Photoshop  and  Gimp.  Students 
with  both  digital  and  film 
cameras  returned  assignments 
using  digital  and  analogue 
printing.
